NEW YORK, Jan. 26 (P—A safe 
new vaccine against polio has 
worked in a few humans, and 
probably will get large-scale trials 
on children this year, it was an- 
nounced tonight.

The vaccine gives humans and 
animals antibodies against all 
three types of polio virus. Anti- 
bodies are natural disease-fighters 
that can prevent invading viruses 
from doing any damage.

CIA Must Fae 
A Vital Role 


The appointment of Allen W. Dulles 
of New York to head the vital: Central 
Intelligence Agency has received the 
expected public approval. 

The fact that President Eisenhower 
has put into the hands of brothers the 
direction of open and secret foreign 
policy designed to win*the cold war 
against communism does not detract 
from the fact that both of them are well 
qualified and well trained for their jobs. 

Mr. Dulles will replace Gen. Walter 
Bedell Smith as intelligence chief. The 
latter is retiring from the Army, effec- 
tive Feb. 1, and, as a civilian, will be- 
come Undersecretary of State to John 
Foster Dulles. Under Smith, Allen 
Dulles has been deputy CIA director 
during the final 17 months of the Tru- 
man administration. He was active in 
American intelligence services during 
World War II and was named by the 
late James Forrestal to co-ordinate ci- 
vilian and military intelligence—the 
forerunner of CIA, 

What it all seems to add up to is to 
give the CIA and the State department 
a-closer relationship, one that should 
insure better co-ordination of the ac- 
tivities of both agencies in mobilizing 
the full power of the government to- 
ward a common goal. This is a worthy 
objective. 

Of course, CIA is of vital importance 
at this stage in collecting and evaluat- 
ing information from the trouble spots 
throughout the wofld.- We must know 


the capabilities and intentions of the - 


Soviet Union and its satellites in every 
country of the globe in order that our 
policies may be adjusted accordingly. 

Although we are comparative new- 
comers in the field, having been averse 
to the “cloak and dagger” practices, 
General Smith says that our intelli- 
gence services are now second to none 
in the world except possibly those of 
the Soviet Union. They must be im- 
proved to the extent that they are sec- 


ond to none, least. of all, to Russia’s. ; 


Many failurés in our foreign policy 
during and following World ,.W 
were due to faulty intelligence En fp, 
of understanding of world affairs and 
trends. We certainly failed to estimate 
the intentions and capabilities of the 
Russians—a failure for which we have 
paid dearly. Our more recent failures 
in the entry of China into the Korean 
War and in not anticipating the Korean 
War itself would indicate that excel- 
lence in our intelligence services must 
be of very recent date, indeed. 

Development of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency to its present position of 
importance came far too late, because of 
natural American reluctance to engage 
in that type of thing. However, in 
dealing with the Russians we have 
found there is no other way if we are 
to survive. 

It is encouraging that the State . 
partment and the CIA apparently will 
work together in formulating and car- 
rying out American policies abroad. 
The results should reflect themselves in 
a more: thorough eer ration of for- 
eign affairs.

University Observes 
Its 168th Birthday 


~ Today is the 168th anniversary of 
the University of Georgia, or rather 
it is the anniversary of that day in 1785 
when a Georgia Legislature granted the 
first. charter for a state university in 
America. 

Although Jan. 27, 1785, is considered 
the founding date of the university, the 
first classes were not held until 16 
‘ years later in 1801. The school began 
operations on that date with 30 stu- 
dents, one teacher, and a log cabin. 
From that small beginning, the institu- 
tion had a plant evaluation on June 30, 
1950, of $12,172,000, and an enrollment 
of 4,600. 

_ From the idea of the Georgia Legis- 

lature in 1785 has grown a system of 
state universities upon which the na- 
tion’s higher educational programs and 
its. economic and cultural progress 
largely rest. However, until fairly re- 
cent. years, the great purposes of Abra- 
ham Baldwin and Joseph Meigs in 
founding the school at Athens went 
largely unrecognized. Although its 
graduates have helped to build a great 
state, the school itself remained closed 
to‘all but a few of the state’s high school 
graduates. |

How Do Clerks and Typists Qualify 
For Higher Salaries Than Teachers? 


Clayton—I would like to call to your at- 
tention the enclosed letter from the state 
merit system that is being circulated to 
high schools urging qualified seniors to take 
the merit board examinations and qualify 
for employment as clerks, typists, and ste- 
nographers at $173 and $195 monthly en- 
trance salaries. 


As I understand it, the money for paying 
salaries of teachers and of employees un- 
der the merit system comes out of tax funds 
and it is for this reason that I offer the fol- 
lowing information: The State Department 
of Education will not issue a teacher’s cer- 
tificate to any beginning teacher who has 
had less than two years of college training. 
The beginning salary for this teacher is 
$1,500 per year. She may increase this to 
$1,700 by attending another year in college. 
This is top until she is graduated and re- 
ceives a degree and then she may earn 
$2,400. 


Now, look at the high school graduates 
under the merit system: $176 times 12 is 
$2,076, and $195 times 12 is $2,340; the be- 
ginning yearly salary under this system. I 
don’t know the salary schedule for other 
workers. I believe it would be well if they 
received the same publicity that has been 
given the teachers’ salary schedule. 


I’m not opposed to state workers under 
the merit system getting a living wage. I 
just wonder how we can be expected to 
build the type school system our boys and 
girls deserve by encouraging our brightest 
young people to prepare for teaching by 
spending four years of their time and from 
$3,000 to $5,000 in cash to earn a college de- 


gree and then go out and teach for approxi- — 


mately $60 per year more than the maxi- 
mum offered high school graduates under 
the merit system.

The Democrats Polled More Votes 
In Congress Racés Than Did GOP 


WASHINGTON—It comes as a remark- 
able tribute to the personal popularity of 
President Eisenhower that he polled some 
5,000,000 more ‘votes than the combined to- 
tal of all Reptblican candidates for Con- 
gress in the November election. The fig- 
ures can only be construed as meaning thaf 
General Ike is 5,000,000 votes stronger than 
his own party. 

But what will impress many people as 
even more interesting is the somewhat 
startling fact that Democratic congressional 
candidates, while losing ida 
out in the battle over 
control of the House, 
actually polled 239,000 
more votes than their 
Republican opponents 
in the same election. 

A final compilation 
of the figures has just 
been completed by the 
Associated Press. It 
was released for publi- 
cation just prior to the 
inauguration and its true significance was 
lost sight of in the blaze of publicity over 
the _pomp and ceremony attending the 
swearing-in of a new President. 

The great news-gathering agency has 
finally come up with the official figures on 
the congressional contests throughout the 
country. All 435 members of the lower 
house of Congress were elected last Novem- 
ber, along with the President and vice- 
president, a third of the Senate and various 
state officials. The results show that Pres- 
ident Eisenhower ran far ahead of his par- 
ty’s candidates for seats in Congress. 

Because the congressional contests are 


uniformly spread throughout the country 
their results are generally interpreted as 
more representative of the will of the peo- 
ple than any other election outside of that 
for President. That the Democrats were 
able to poll a clear majority of the votes 
cast in these contests is a bit remarkable, 
in view of the landslide victory won by the 
Republican presidential ticket. 

It explains the narrow margin of control 
won by the GOP in both houses of Con- 
gress. In the Senate the Republicans have 
a majority of one, while in the House a loss 


‘of four seats would cost the Republicans 


organization control. 


Democrats are naturally jubilant over 
the figures. To them they are evidence 
enough of the vitality still left in the party, 
despite the beating its presidential candi- 
date, former Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Il- 
linois, took in the election. Buyt for the 
greater renown and personal popularity of 
General Eisenhower, who was a world fig- 
ure and national hero for 10 years before 
his nomination for President, Democrats 
are now convinced that they would have 
won the election handily against any other 
candidate the opposition had to offer. 


It encourages Democratic leaders to be- 
lieve also that the party has a splendid 
chance to regain congressional control at 
the next off-year election in 1954, when 
Eisenhower will not be on the ticket. With- 
out his personal charm, the Republicans 
will not be able to muster the strength they 
showed in the past election, it is held. Cer- 
tainly there will be less reason for Demo- 
crats who supported Eisenhower to forsake 
their party’s congressional candidates.

Requires Control 


A great job of boy-training is being done 
at Darlington Schoo] in Rome. ; During sev- 
eral days on the campus I have had oppor- 
tunity to observe how they do it. Monday 
I said they have a faculty which sets the 
proper example. Secondly, they maintain 
control over the boy. I rather jokingly ac- 
eused Dr. Wilcox, the president, of being 
old-fashioned and out of date. I pointed 


' out that the modern idea is to let t thet teen- 


ager have complete free- 
dom. ‘‘Self-expression’’ 
seems to have taken 
the place of disciplined 
control. He gréeted my 
remarks with impa- 
tience. He lets it be 
understood that a boy 
needs to be controlled. 

For example, one 
night a week a boy is 
allowed to go to town 
but he must be back by ss 
11 o'clock. It makes no difference if they 
are having a party or how many others 
stay out later, Darlington boys know to get 
back. The other nights they spend in their 
rooms studying, that is, if they are passing 
all their subjects. Otherwise, they spend 
two hours each night in supervised study. 


Breakfast is at 7 o’clock, after which the 
boys have time to clean up their rooms 
and ready them for inspection. Chapel is 
at 8:30. Classes run through the morning 
and early afternoon and then there are 
hours for physical relaxation. Athletics are 
stressed and every boy is required to take 
part in sports. Even the boy’s spending 
money is controlled by the school. 


Yet on the campus one does not feel 
any sort of rigidity. Instead, there is an 
atmosphere of happy freedom. The truth 
is, man is made for law and order and 
he is happiest when living an orderly life. 


I am no authority on how to rear chil- 
dren, but I am now spending several days 
with those who are. They do not believe in 
letting a child have his own way. They 
,do not believe that staying out late at 
night is good for youth. They believe that 
the result of education should be a discip- 
lined mind and that the mind cannot be- 
come disciplined in an undis@iplined life. 
They believe the child should be taught 
respect for those in authority. 


Someone has pointed out that an edu- 
eated person is one who practices the 11 
great verbs of life: I am, the power of self- 
knowledge; I think, the power to investi- 
gate; I know, the power to master facts; 
I feel, the power to appreciate and love; I. 
wonder, the spirit of reverence and wor- 
ship; I see, the power of imagination and 
vision; I believe, the power of adventurous 
faith; I can, the power to act; I ought, the 
power of conscience; I will, the power of con- 
secration; I serve, the power to be useful, 

Unless we teach our children those 11 
verbs, they will not be properly educated.: 
But to so teach them requires discipline’

Story of the ‘Wonder Five’ 


VIENNA, Ga., Jan. 26—Late in the year 1927 ‘the 
basketball coach at Abbeville High School called the 
coach at Vienna and told him, “We’re going in for bas- 
ketball in a big way down here. We’re going to play the 
best teams in the'state this season.” 

When the conversation was ended, they’d agreed on 
a home-and-home series, to open in Vienna, and it was 
in due time that the Abbeville team showed up for the 
first game. But before it was played the Abbeville coach 
made the mistake of his life. 

“We're going to play you with the understanding that you can’t 
make a substitution,’’ he said to the Vienna coach. ‘You put in 
' the best you've got and leave them in there, because if we get beat 


The Vienna coach said it was all 

-right with him, and the game began. 

: When the half arrived with Vienna hold- 

-ing on perilously to a 75-2 lead, the 

‘Vienna coach suggested to the Abbe- 
‘@@ Ville coach that he make a few sub- 
e@ stitutions now. But the Abbeville coach 
@ was adamant. Hé’d said 
wanted to go through with it. 

When the final score, 136-6, was 
in, the Abbeville team went back 
home with its ambitions considerably 
dampened and its spirit broken. The 
coach had gotten his wish. He’d been 
beaten by Vienna’s best, for no sub- 
stitution was ever made. More than 
that, he’d been beaten by Georgia’s 
best, not just of that year but for all 

£35 the years. That was Vienna’s ‘‘Won- 

Bisher der Five,”’ the most famous high 
school basketball team ever produced in Georgia, a team un- 
defeated by another high school in the state for three seasons. 

Three times Vienna sent its team to the National Invitational 
tournament in Chicago. Once it went to the semifinals and again 
to the quarter-finals. In each case it was defeated by the, team 
that eventually won the tournament. 

Those were the halcyon days of sports for the quiet tittle Dooly 
county seat, a few miles north of Cordele and a few miles south of 
Macon, and now, as then, a town of about 2,200 population.

The coach is still there, Col. J. H. Jenkins, a sort of a Geor- 
gian Barry Fitzgerald. He isn’t coaching any more. He gave that 
up in 1933 when he went to Milledgeville to become president of 
Georgia Military College for 16 years. 

He’d always been a willing Sunday pulpit stand-in, and when 
he came back to Vienna he took over a three-church circuit. 
He surveys in his spare time, and on the day I visited with him 
he was back at the high school again, filling in on a virus-ridden 
faculty. (When he was a coach they'd have called it ‘‘flu.””) For 
a fellow who started coaching back in 1912 at Blue Ridge, there is 
a lot of bounce to the ounce. 

As he told the story of the Abbeville incident, the largest 
score ever made by the ‘“‘Wonder Five,’’ his old right guard sat 
beside him, Tom Wichter. Tom is in the cleaning business in 

Vienna, the only one of the five that never left home. 

“Tom had the ungodliest shot of them all,’’ the chuckling 
colone] said, ‘‘a sort of a washerwoman shot that started down 
between his knees. Peggy Campbell was the leading scorer, got 
the most publicity because of his shots. Bascom Walters was the 
otier forward. and he was great under the basket. Theo Raines 
was the bigeest boy on the team, about 6-3, and he played center, 
of course. Gus Walters played guard with Tom. 

“They started off playing on a dirt court, but in 1926 the 
peop!e got up enough money to build that old weatherboard gym 
that they still use out there. The reason these boys were so good, we 
worked hard and they stayed in condition. There was always a 
basketball around and they lived on that old dirt court, shooting 
from morning till night. 

“That first trip to Chicago was their big event. The boys had 
never been on a Pullman before. I could tell from the way they 
got in their berths. A bunch of people in town chartered a car 
and went along with us' Bill Munday went along, too.”’

For example, let’s suppose 
that Henry objects to your go- 
ing to the grocery store be- 
cause he imagines that you are 
flirting with a salesman there, 
It is possible that you might 
decide to do your marketing 
by telephone, with Henry at 
your elbow to hear all you say. 
Would this be sensible policy? 
Probably not, beoause very 
likely Henry would soon start 
imagining that you were talk- 
ing in a eode language to the 
party at the other end. 

The more reasonable course 
would be simply to remind him 
that the family has to eat and 
groceries must be stocked.

Sympathy will dry them much 
faster than indifference. That, 
momentary sympathy helps a 
child regain his composure and 
builds a basis for future con- 
trol.

Once he forgets 
it, don’t keep reminding him. 


SOME SUBJECT TO PAIN 


Some children, as some 
adults, feel pain much more 


‘acutely than others. Even to 


have their hair brushed may 
hurt. You may think this silly 
and say so, but it hurts. They 
have what is known as a high 
threshold of pain. It is genuine. 
When in time they require den- 
tal care, they may need anes- 
thesia for even the simplest 
filling. 

Others are opposite. They 
seem to feel no pain. At first 
this might seem _ wonderful. 
Imagine a child who never 
cried when he fell down, who 
never came racing home in 
tears! On the contrary, it can 
be dangerous. 

Pain is a signal of danger. It 
is an excellent warning. It in- 
stills, among other things, cau- 
tion and discretion. No parent 
truly wants his child a stoic; 
he merely wants him to learn 
self-control. The involuntary 
and wholly natural tears that 
come from pain will never hin- 
der that.

In Thrift 


A couple of weeks ago the school children of Atlanta ob- 
served Thrift Week. They wrote the usual essays, I’m afraid, 
quoting liberally from Benjamin Franklin and perhaps mooclied 
an extra dime or two from their parents to buy savings stamps— 
and that was about all there was to it. 

At least, that’s the regular pattern of these observances and 
I feel sure that Thrift, heaven help it, was dealt with in the same 
fashion generally. However, I happen to know about one teacher 
who made a lesson in thrift a little sharper and a little more per- 
gonal. | | 

She sent some of her pupils to the school cafeteria to make a 
food wastage survey and their findings were pretty shocking, 
even to them. 


They found that nearly 300 bowls of soup were left. A total 
of 172 sandwiches (peanut butter and honey) were wasted and - 
nearly a hundred bottles of milk were tasted and forgotten 
or, worse yet, poured into the soup or spilled on the table. 
That particular day the cafeteria served peach halves for des- 
sert and more peaches were left than were eaten. 


Two of the little girls who made the survey were telling me 
about it. ‘‘The food was good!” they said. ‘‘We have wonderful 
vegetable soup and the sandwiches are swell. We just don’t know 
why people didn’t eat them.” ; 

I don’t know either except that wasting seems to be a na- 
tional fault. People who have never known hunger can’t take a 
bowl of soup, a bottle of milk and a sandwich too seriously. You 
can’t teach hunger. I’m not even sure you should but it’s not a 
bad lesson. I used to marvel that Great Aunt Dillie could eat cold 
cornbread and turnip greens for breakfast until I realized that she 
grew up during the terrible Reconstruction Days when food of any 
kind was priceless. They ate what they could get when they 
could get it and never bothered about whether it was suitable or 
even disgestible. 


A story I have been reading by a woman who was a pris- 
oner in the federal penitentiary for women at Alderson, 
West Va., has a sad little touch of irony. One of the prisoners, 
a young girl from a big family, marvels that there’s such an 
abundance of good, rich milk from the prison dairy for 
grownup women. She and her brothers and sisters never got 
milk when they were children and the skill at stealing cars, 
which brought her to jail, was acquired early in stealing food. 
It seems terribly sad that we have milk and nourishing food 
to give some of our citizens when they no longer need it. 


I don’t know what lessons in thrift that teacher drew from 
the cafeteria survey but I hope they were potent because in spite 
of our apparent plenty, there’s hunger all about us. There are 
hungry children in some of our rural schools and hungry old peo- 
ple in some slum areas. If only there were some way of making 
@ youngster from a comfortable home see the horror in the 
monstrous act of waste!

magnificent tree you can get. 
Build the manger at the base 
of the tree, decorate the whole 
thing with bulbs and lights and 
a big star at the top.’ The wire 
closed with his mother’s ad- 
dress. 

‘‘About an hour later, Zweifel 
got another wire from Zieg- 
feld,’’ said Wynn. ‘This direct- 
ed Fred to take along a leather 
bag with 500 gold pieces and 
explained that Ziggie always 
sent this to his mother as a 
Christmas present.”
